nu i­ 
sance, or su ffers or p erm its it to re­ 
main or continu e, is gu ilty of a mis­ 
dem eanor, and any

on which is situ ated an artesian well, 
who cau ses, su ffers or

w ater to

“I also call y ou r attention to the 
recom m endation in the rep ort of the 
last grand ju ry of this cou nty , as fol­ 
lows:
